The Monroe Doctrine. 


The building of the Panama ca- 
nal was undertaken by a purely 
private company, the leading 
‘spirit being Mous. De Lesseps, fa- 
mous by reason ef his connection 
with the Suez canal and other tri- 
umphsof engineering. The French 
Government at the start disavow- 
ed auy connection with it or any 
intention to become ¢onnected 
with it. Without this disvowal 
on the part of France the United 
States would never have consented 
to the De Lesseps Co. beginning 
the work. It was made known to 
France in terms which could nct 
be misunderstood, by three Amer- 
ican Secretaries of State, that the 
United States would look with 
disfavor on any act on the part of 
her Government that should tend 
to create a necessity or furnisha 
pretext for the establishment, at 
any time in the future, of a French 
protec.orate in Central America. 
Should the French governmen 
build the canal, or should stand be- 
hind De Lesseps’s enterprise, it 
was clearly foreseen by these 
American Secretaries of St.te that 
auemergency might arise where 
the French government would feel 
bound to protect or defend the 


canal, and in so deing would have 
to establish its powers on this con- 


tinent, and so they took great pains 
to secure from that goverament a 
distinct and unequivocal disavow al 
of any intention to in any way 

lentify itself with the canal enter- 
prise, 

Up to the present time France 
has lived up to that disavowal 
But the time is close at hand when 
a tremendous pressure is to be put 
upon it te force it into some sort of 
connection with the enterprise. 
For De Lesseps, after the expendi- 
ture of millions upon milliens of 
dollars, has got to the end of his 
repe, with but comparatively little 
to show for the gigantic outlay of 
money, and the terrible list of 
deaths that have occurred amon; 
the laborers who have been eu- 
gaged in the work. The effect o! 
the De Lesseps failure has been 
widespread in France. The losers 
are not a few big capitalists, bu: 
thousands and tens of thousands 
of people of small means, whose 
faith in De Lesseps induced them 
to buy with their savings shares ip 
his great work. These smal! hold- 
ers are scattered all over France. 
and the ultimate failure of the en- 
terprise means losses to them 
which they cannot afford to bear. 


France is a Republic and the peo- |: 


ple are infiucntial. And all of 
these people will have the strong- 
est kind of a personal motive to 
urge the Government to take hold 
of this enterprise and save it from 
ruin and themselves ‘from serious 
loss, and an agitation is pretty cer- 


tain to be begun leoking to that

The Parnell Commission. 
Lonpox, Jan. 15.—The Parnell 
Commission has resumed sittings. Sir 
Charles Russell, Counsel for the Par 
nellites, applied for an order against 
the Worchester Times for comments 
upon the Commission Presiding 
Justice Hannen said he regretted the 
repeated applications of this character, 
which has caused more distress to the 
Court than the prosecution of inquirv. 
He appealed to Counsel to use their 
influence to prevent such statements, 
and the Court would decide the ap- 
plication later. 

William O’Brien appoared before 
the Commission under a citation and 
stated that he accepted the responsi- 
bility for an article in the United 
Ireland, for which he was summoned, 
but denied that he intended any dis- 
respect to the Court, and disclaimed 
an imputation of the Judges not doing 
their duty. The Oourt reserved 
judgement. 

O’Brien said he did not assume to 
question their Lordships rulings, but 
urged that he had a right to comment 
u the scandalous evidence being 
given before the Commission. He 
continued, ‘‘we are most anxious to 
meet the charges against us. Month 
alter month, we are incurring fright- 
ful expenses, yet the Times has not 
touched the one allegation made in its 
solumns, which if proved, will render 
sll this matter entirely superfluous. 
We do not criticise the Court „but the 
conduct of the Times. We desire to 
come t) the point. That is the object 
of our Scotch action.

DEATH BY HANGING. 


References to Executions m . 
land, France and America. 


Killing criminals by hanging will perbaps 
soon be out of date—none too soon. For, 
writes Thomas J. Bowditch in the Troy 


N. V.) Times, we apprehend that hanging 


when skilfully performed is but s barbar- 
ous mode of putting an end to life, and un- 
skilfully performed there is reason to be- 
lieve that it becomes a positive torture and, 
moreover, the mere ‘difference in the 
weight of the culprits renders it at all times 
an unequal punishment, Heavy murderers 
escape much of the pain we luflict on lighter 
ones. ' 
The modern gallows is not like the ancien 

gibbet. Down to the French revolution gib- 
bets used to stand in every French town 
and village. They were generally composed 
of pillars of stone, joined at the summit by 
wooden raverses, to which the bodies of 
malefactors hung until they had crumbled 
to dust. That of ‘Montfaucon, which is so 
famous in history, stood on an eminence by 
the high road leading to Germany. It con- 
sisted of a mass of masonry composed of 
ten or twelve layers of rough stones, and 
formed an inclosure of forty by thirty feet. 
At the upper part was a platform, reached 
by a stone staircase, In the center of the 
inclosuré was a deep pit, where pell-mell 
the skeletons were tlrown. Crows and 
buzzards flew about and fed upon the 
corpses, and the stench was horrible. As 
many as fifty-two were sometimes hanging 
at once. Sometimes the remains bung in 
wicker baskets or iron caskets. Those of 


Pierre des Essarts hung three. years be- 


fore they were delivered to his family for 
burial 

The victim rode in a cart tothe gibbet, 
and, when the cart arrived at the foot, the 
executioner ascended the ladder backward, 
drawing the culprit after him by means of 
ropes, and on arriving at the top he quickly 
fastened two ropes of the size of the little fin- 
ger, each having aslip-knot, around his neck, 
to the arm of the gibbet, and by 4 jerk of the 
knee he turned the culprit off the ladder.
